To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 
Gentlemen. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1934. 

Several  Staff  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year.  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  resigned  on  the  30th  April,  1934, 
and  her  successor  commenced  duty  on  the  1st  September,  1934. 
An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  whose  work  is 
principally  connected  with  duties  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930, 
and  matters  ancillary  thereto.  This  officer  commenced  duty  on 
the  14th  May,  1934. 


The  work  of  Slum  Clearance  has  occupied  a  considerable 
amount  of  the  Department’s  time.  During  the  year  another  area 
(Beck  Street)  was  represented  and  confirmed  as  a  Clearance  Area. 
Preparations  were  made  for  the  disinfection  and  disinfestation  of 
all  furniture,  bedding  and  other  household  materials  removed  from 
Clearance  Areas  which  were  known  to  be  infested,  and  to  this  end 
a  station  was  established  at  Marley.  The  plant  installed  includes 
a  high  pressure  steam  disinfector  of  the  “Thresh’’  pattern,  and 
bathing  facilities  for  male  and  female  tenants.  The  disinfestation 
of  the  furniture  is  carried  out  by  means  of  hydrocyanic  acid  gas 
at  the  hands  of  a  firm  of  private  contractors.  Moreover,  motor 
transport  facilities  are  provided  for  tenants  from  the  Clearance 
Areas  to  the  station  and  from  there  to  the  housing  estate. 

During  the  year  the  Mortuary  at  Utley  has  been  erected 
according  to  the  plans  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This 
building  is  built  on  modern  lines  on  an  admirable  site,  and  has 
been  equipped  with  up-to-date  apparatus.  The  convenience  thus 
afforded  will  he  greatly  appreciated  by  the  various  practitioners 
in  the  town  who  are  from  time  to  time  called  upon  to  make  use 
of  such  an  institution. 


The  town  was  visited  by  a  serious  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  a 
total  of  some  250  cases  being  recorded.  The  nature  and  possibilities 
of  this  menace  were  quickly  appreciated  and  a  scheme  of  attack 
was  launched  which  included  the  swabbing  of  all  class  contacts 
in  the  schools  and  family  contacts  at  home.  A  scheme  of 
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immunisation  was  undertaken  by  the  Authority,  and  over  a 
thousand  children  were  immunised  at  the  hands  of  its  officers. 
Many  others  were  similarly  dealt  with  by  private  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  of  the  town.  Before  very  long  the  outbreak  was  well  under 
control,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  became  comparatively 
insignificant.  Further  reference  to  this  outbreak  is  made  in  the 
body  of  my  report. 

The  Public  Abattoir  continues  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  town, 
and  the  convenience  it  affords  is  being  more  and  more  appreciated. 
Section  1  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  was  applied  to  the 
stunning  of  sheep,  etc.  The  whole  of  the  building,  inside  and 
outside,  was  repainted. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  has 
progressed  on  the  usual  lines.  Plans  and  estimates  were  approved 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  to 
replace  the  existing  Clinic  at  Cornmill  Bridge,  which  is  shortly  to 
be  demolished  in  connection  with  a  street  improvement  scheme. 
The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  prosthetic  dental  treatment  for 
expectant  mothers  came  into  operation  and  has  already  proved  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  Health  Services  of  the  town. 


The  Borough  milk  supply  maintains  a  high  standard  of  quality 
and  cleanliness  (see  page  229,  Milk  Samples,  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report),  as  regards  raw  milk.  Moreover,  there  is 
available  in  the  town  sources  of  supply  of  “Certified,”  “Grade  A” 
and  “Pasteurised”  milks.  The  work  done  by  several  dairy  farmers 
in  improving  the  conditions  under  which  their  milk  is  produced 
is  deserving  of  special  comment. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Health  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committees  for  their  sympathy  and  support  in 
my  work  and  to  the  members  of  the  administrative  staff  for  their 
excellent,  service.

BOROUGH  OF  KEIGHLEY. 


A.—NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  population,  according  to  the  Registrar’s  Estimate  for  1934 
is  40,350,  which  figure  has  been  used  for  statistical  purposes  in 
this  report. 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  11,983.  The 
rateable  value  is  £257,540,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  Penny 
Rate,  £960.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1933  were  £249,382 
and  £940  respectively. 


PRINCIPAL  INDUSTRIES. 

The  year  saw  a  further  decline  in  unemployment  in  practically 
all  local  industries.  The  average  number  of  unemployed  during 
the  year  was  2,580.6,  as  compared  with  3,035.5  for  1933  and 
4,500  for  1932.  The  percentage  of  unemployed  in  Keighley  amongst 
insured  workers  is  approximately  10  as  against  4  in  normal  times. 
Unemployment  among  juveniles  is  very  rare. 

The  average  level  of  wages  has  shown  lit  Lie  change  throughout 
the  year. 


The  Society  of  Friends  has  continued  its  activities  among  the 
unemployed  and  some  exceedingly  useful  work  has  been  carried 
out  at  its  centre  in  High  Street.  Several  prizes  were  won  in  hand¬ 
work  done  by  its  members  at  exhibitions  held  in  the  County. 
Several  of  the  men  were  able  to  spend  ten  days  at  the  sea-side 
through  the  generosity  of  local  gentlemen  and  the  Employment 
Exchange.  The  benefit  which  these  men  derived  from  the  change 
was  remarkable. 

Classes  in  various  subjects  have  been  held  at  the  Technical 
College  and  School  of  Arts  and  Crafts. 


A  Girls’  Club  has  been  established  which  appears  to  fill  a 
long-felt  need.  There  are  over  300  members  who  enjoy  such 
facilities  as  are  provided,  namely,  “Keep  Fit”  Classes,  Grecian  and 
Ballroom  Dancing,  Dramatics,  etc. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  563,  of 
which  305  were  males  and  258  females.  Of  these,  illegitimate 
births  totalled  15,  of  which  11  were  males  and  4  females.  The 
birth  rate  is  13.9,  compared  with  13.2,  12.9  and  13.8  in  the 
previous  three  successive  years.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate,  which 
is  recorded  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  birth  rate,  works  out  at  2.7. 
The  corresponding  figure  for  1933  was  2.9,  for  1932  3.4,  and  for 
1931  3.7.  Still-births  totalled  33,  as  against  24  for  the  year  1933. 

Deaths. — The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  13.4,  compared  with 
14.9  for  1933.  The  death  rate  for  1932  and  1931  was  14.1  and  13.5 
respectively. 


STREET  ACCIDENTS. 

With  the  increasing  importance  of  street  accidents  as  a  cause 
of  death  amongst  the  general  population,  I  include  a  reference 
here.  There  were  three  fatal  road  accidents  occurring  within  the 
Borough,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1933  being  seven,  and  six 
for  1932. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  is  36,  as 
compared  with  32,  65  and  34  for  the  last  three  successive  years, 
the  infant  mortality  rate  being  63.9  per  1,000  births  registered,  the 
rates  for  the  last  three  successive  years  were  58.1,  124.3  and  60.0. 

The  number  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  homes  and 
institutions  in  the  town  is:  births  283  or  50.3%,  deaths  129  or 
22.9%  of  the  total  registered. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Borough  dying  directly  as  a 
result  of  childbirth  was  1,  corresponding  to  a  rate  of  1.7  per  1,000 
births,  as  compared  with  6  during  the  year  1933  and  1  during  the 
year  1932. 
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GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


23  or  3.5%  of  the  total  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner. 
There  were  14  uncertified  deaths;  this  figure  representing  2.2%  of 
the  total  deaths  registered. 

For  the  past  th  ree  years,  1931,  1932  and  1933,  the  natural 
increase  or  decrease  per  1,000  population  Avas  plus  0.3,  minus  1.2 
and  minus  1.7.  This  year  shows  an  increase  of  plus  0.5. 

The  amount  of  poor  relief  administered  within  the  Borough 
totalled  £18,480,  as  against  £18,360  for  the  year  1933,  showing 
an  increase  of  £120.  This  increase,  however,  is  not  nearly  so 
great  as  for  the  year  previously,  when  the  figure  stood  at  £2,215; 
for  the  year  1932  the  figure  was  £6,695.

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B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  WITHIN  THE  BOROUGH. 

1  .—HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  IN  THE  BOROUGH. 


There  are  two  hospitals  within  the  Borough  area,  the  Keighley 
and  District  Victoria  Hospital,  a  voluntary  institution,  and  the 
County  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  The  Victoria  Hospital  does  not  admit  maternity  cases, 
other  than  those  in  which  complications  have  arisen.  The  County 
Hospital  provides  13  maternity  beds.  It,  does  not  /'make  any 
provision  for  private  patients  other  than  maternity  cases,  for  which 
ten  beds  are  available.  Both  hospitals  are  staffed  by  general 
practitioners. 

Fever  Hospitals. — The  Keighley  Corporation  is  a  constituent 
member  of  the  Keighley,  Bingley  and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  and  accommodation  is  reserved  for  infectious  diseases  at  its 
hospital  at  Morton  Banks.  During  the  year,  the  following  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  hospital  from  the  Borough  :  —

The  hospital  is  available  for  the  admission  of  the  following 
diseases: — Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid 
Fever,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough,  Erysipelas,  and,  when  recommended  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  concerned,  Influenza,  Pneumonia  and  Measles. 

Smallpox  Hospitals. — Three  hospitals  are  available  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board;  no  case  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  Sanatoria. — The  treatment  of  cases  of  Tuber- 
cul  osis  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  West  Riding  County 
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Council  and  any  oases  are  disposed  of  through  the  Regional 
Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  County  Tuberculosis  Dispensary, 
Skipton  Road,  Keighley. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — The  Corporation  does  not  maintain  a 
Maternity  Hospital.  Cases  of  this  nature  are  sent  to  the  County 
Hospital.  During  the  year  179  confinements  took  place  in  this 
hospital  among  patients  admitted  from  within  the  Borough  Area. 


Children’s  Hospitals. — There  is  no  special  hospital  for 
children.  Cases  requiring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Victoria 
Hospital  or  the  County  Hospital  according  to  circumstances. 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Halifax.— No  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
were  admitted  from  Keighley  during  the  year  under  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  scheme. 


2.— AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  infectious  cases,  two  motor  ambulances  are  maintained 
by  the  Keighley,  Binglev  and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital  for  use  within 
the  area  served.  For  non-infeetious  cases,  two  motor  ambulances 
are  maintained  at  the  Fire  Station  and  are  available  (free  for 
accidents,  otherwise  a  charge  is  made  according  to  mileage,  which 
charge  may  be  remitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Health  Committee. 


3.— CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. — There  are  two 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  serving  the  Borough,  at  which 
consultation  and  treatment  are  available  (see  later).  There  are  no 
Day  Nurseries  or  Nursery  Schools.  Arrangements  are  in  operation 
whereby  cases  for  whom  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  assume  responsibility  may  be  treated  at  the  School  Clinic. 
The  extent  of  treatment  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  is  limited  to  simple  measures  and  includes  such  cases  as 
need  only  to  be  seen  once  a  week. 

School  Clinic, — See  Annual  Report  of  School  Medical  Officer 
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Dental  Clinic. — A  complete  Dental  Service  is  now  provided 
by  the  Education  Committee  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
(he  School  Dental  Surgeon.  By  arrangement  between  the  Educa- 
(ion  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
this  clinic  undertakes  prosthetic  dental  treatment  for  expectant 
mothers.  The  financial  circumstances  of  all  applicants  for  treat¬ 
ment  are  duly  investigated  by  the  Milk  and  Dental  Sub-Committee 
and  contributions  fixed  according  to  these  circumstances.  The 
contributions  are  collected  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics.  This  scheme  came  into  operation  during  April  of  the 
current  year. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. — A  specialist  surgeon  visits  the  School 
Clinic  at  three  monthly  intervals  for  the  examination  of  orthopaedic 
cases  both  of  school  and  under  school  age.  On  Iris  recommendation 
they  are  either  treated  locally  or  admitted  to  the  Yorkshire 
Children’s  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirby moorside,  for  surgical  treat¬ 
ment. 

An  orthopaedic  after-care  clinic  has  been  developed  where  cor¬ 
rective  exercises  for  postural  defects  are  carried  out  and  exercises 
specially  prescribed  for  cases  which  have  received  treatment  at 
the  hands  of  the  visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  The  clinic  is  well 
equipped  and  the  work  is  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of  a 
specially  qualified  and  experienced  lady  who  is  also  supervisor  of 
Physical  Education  under  the  Education  Committee.  Her  work 
in  this  connection  is  voluntary. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic.— Cases  of 
Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  provided  for  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  and  full  details  are  presented  in  (lie  annual 
report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  and 
a  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  under  County  administration  operate  in 
the  Borough. 


4.— PROFESSIONAL  NURSING. 


There  are  no  professional  nurses  maintained  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  for  general  or  infectious  diseases.  The  Keighley  and 
District  Nursing  Association,  however,  carry  out  excellent  work

independent  of  municipal  control  and  maintain  two  district 
nurses  who  minister  on  voluntary  lines  to  the  nursing  needs  of  the 
Borough.  This  Association  works  in  co-operation  with  the  local 
health  services  and  as  an  Institution  deserves  the  best  support  the 
people  are  able  to  render.  The  Local  Authority  maintains  two 
School  Nurses  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Education  Committee 
and  two  Health  Visitors  who  are  servants  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee. 


5.— MIDWIVES.

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  local  supervising 
authority  under  {lie  Midwives  Act,  1902  to  1918. 


6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

(a)  Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  the  Director  of  the 
Clinical  Laboratory,  6,  Victoria  Avenue,  Harrogate,  whereby  the 
Town’s  water  supply  is  periodically  examined  bacteriologically. 
As  a  working  basis  these  examinations  take  place  every  month, 
and  at  more  frequent  intervals  should  the  water  show  evidence  of 
contamination. 

For  the  better  control  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  school 
children,  arrangements  continued  in  operation  with  The  County 
Borough  of  Halifax  Health  Department,  whereby  swabs  taken  from 
contacts  m  cases  of  Diphtheria  may  be  examined  for  the  presence 
of  the  organism  until  5/12/34,  when  the  County  Council  took  over 
the  work.  4,457  swabs  have  been  submitted  during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  the  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist,  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  who  also  examines 
material  taken  from  cases  of  infectious  diseases  where  diagnostic 
confirmation  is  desired.  Milk  Samples  are  similarly  examined 
by  the  County  Bacteriologist  (see  “Bacteriological  Examination  of 
Milk”  in  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report).  The  following 
pathological  samples  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  from  the 
Borough  of  Keighley  (including  Institutions)  during  the  year  1934:

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer,  thus  providing  co-ordinated  activities  in  both 
these  branches  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 

C. —PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1.— NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  principal  infectious  diseases  are  appended,  together  with 
the  numbers  notified  every  year  since  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act  came  into  force.  In  this  connection  522  visits  of 
investigation  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  and  429  for  purposes 
of  disinfection. 

During  the  year  the  town  was  visited  by  a  somewhat  serious 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  a  total  of  215  cases  of  all  ages  being 
recorded;  of  these  153  occurred  amongst  school  children.  A  study 
of  the  age  incidence  in  schools  showed  that  children  of  6  years 
of  age  were  the  most  prone  to  attack. 

The  outbreak  began  to  manifest  itself  during  the  first  month 
of  the  year  when  a  single  case  occurred  at  Eastwood  Council  School. 
In  the  following  month  4  cases  occurred,  and  in  the  month  of 
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March,  12.  The  disease  at  this  time  began  to  show  epidemic 
tendencies,  and  the  precaution  was  taken  of  swabbing  all  contacts 
in  the  schools  and  family  contacts  in  the  home.  Nevertheless  the 
incidence  of  cases  increased,  reaching  a  maximum  during  the 
month  of  May.  after  which  it  began  to  fall  during  August,  Septem¬ 
ber  and  October;  there  was  a  sharp  rise  in  November  and  a  fall  to 
zero  during  December. 

The  process  of  swabbing  revealed  61  cases  in  the  schools 
whereas  92  were  discovered  clinically.  In  all  cases  isolation  and 
treatment  was  undertaken,  but  is  is  interesting  to  record  that  of 
the  cases  diagnosed  clinically  13  proved  fatal,  whereas  Ihose  dis¬ 
covered  by  means  of  swabbing  made  an  uninterrupted  recovery. 

Reviewing  the  fatal  cases,  which  included  three  children  below 
school  age,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  rapid  course  of  the  illness; 
4  cases,  for  instance,  were  ill  for  a  period  of  one  day,  and  only 
with  the  exception  of  3  cases  was  any  child  ill  more  than  nine 
days.  The  age  at  death  varied  between  2  and  11  years. 


Of  the  whole  of  the  cases  in  the  Borough  the  largest  number 
occurred  between  the  ages  of  5  and  10  years;  in  this  age  group  92 
cases  were  recorded:  about  half  this  number  occurred  in  the 
age  groups  1  to  5  and  10  to  15  respectively.  The  disease  occurred 
sporadically  in  all  age  groups,  and  one  was  recorded  in  a  patient 
over  60  years  of  age.  The  largest  number  of  fatal  cases,  as  is  to 
be  expected,  was  found  in  the  5  to  10  age  group. 

Early  in  the  year  an  immunisation  scheme  was  launched  and 
1,086  children  were  fully  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  99 
partially  immunised.  Difficulty  was  experienced  latterly  in  obtain¬ 
ing  supplies  of  prophylactic.  This  difficulty  has,  however,  now 
been  overcome. 

There  can  he  no  doubt  that  the  weapon  of  inymunisation,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  systematic  swabbing  of  all  contacts,  were  very 
material  factors  in  limiting  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Small-pox  notified,  nor  was  Typhoid 
Fever  known  to  exist  in  the  Borough.  Measles  was  not  made 
notifiable,  although  a  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  schools, 
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(a)  Measles. — Measles  is  a  disease  more  serious  in  its  conse¬ 
quences  than  in  itself,  being  as  it  is  the  precursor  of  respiratory 
complaints,  especially  in  children.  It  has  occurred  sporadically 
amongst  the  school  population.  There  was  1  death  in  1934,  as 
compared  with  0  in  1933  and  3  in  1932. 

(b)  Whooping  Cough. — There  were  no  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough,  compared  with  0  deaths  in  1933. 

(c)  Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  189, 
compared  with  215  for  1933  and  82  for  1932.  The  cases  occurred 
more  or  less  sporadically  throughout  the  year.  The  majority  were 
in  children  under  15  years  of  age.  There  were  two  deaths.  93.6% 
of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  death  rate 
was  0.04,  compared  with  0.00  in  1933  and  0.01  in  1932. 

(d)  Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  215,  as 

compared  with  19  in  the  year  1933.  17  deaths  occurred  and  95.8% 

of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Death  rate  0.40, 
as  compared  with  0.00  in  1933. 

(e)  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 1  case  was  notified,  compared  with 
0  in  1933. 

(f)  Typhoid  Fever. — No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  against  none  for  the  year  1933. 

(g)  Zymotic  Enteritis  (Summer  Diarrhoea). — This  disease  is 
not  notifiable,  nor  was  its  notification  asked  for  voluntarily.  No 
deaths  are  recorded  as  having  occurred  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  during  the  year. 

(h)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 1  case  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department,  as  compared  with  3  in  the  previous 
year.  Th  e  case  was  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who 
supervised  and  assisted  in  treatment. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,

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(i)  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal,  Pyrexia. — During  1934 
no  notifications  of  this  condition  were  received.  One  other  death 
was  registered  as  having  been  caused  by  accidents  and  diseases 
of  pregnancy  and  parturition. 

(j)  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia. — The  notifications  received 
numbered  31,  compared  with  28,  48  and  39  during  the  previous 
three  years. 

The  deaths  registered  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  were  38, 
and  from  Bronchitis,  etc.,  15. 

The  death  rate  on  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  was  0.94,  compared 
with  1.2  for  the  year  1933. 

(k)  Tuberculosis. — The  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tubercu¬ 
losis  from  private  practitioners,  etc.,  numbered  30.  For  the 
previous  year  the  number  was  28,  and  for  1932  37.  The  lion- 
pulmonary  cases  notified  numbered  17,  as  compared  with  3  for 
the  previous  year,  and  for  1932  11.  There  is  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  Tuberculosis,  though  the  mortality  from  Pulmonary 
shows  a  decided  decrease,  12  being  the  figure  for  the  year  under 
review,  as  compared  with  23  for  the  previous  year,  and  22  for  the 
year  1932.

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3. — ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  attendance  of  expectant 
mothers  has  considerably  increased,  the  figures  being  98  and  81 
respectively,  compared  with  a  number  of  75  and  79  for  1933  and 
75  and  59  for  each  Centre  for  1932. 

4. — MILK  DISTRIBUTION. 

Certified  Milk  and  certain  well-known  brands  of  dried  milk 
have  been  distributed  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Grade  A  Milk, 
locally  produced,  is  also  distributed  through  the  kindness  of  the 
Infant  Aid  Society. 

The  total  net  cost,  of  milk  distributed  throughout  the  year  was 
£497  5s.  Od.  Dried  milk,  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  six  weeks 
of  the  year,  completely  replaced  certified  milk. 

Milk  distribution  is  under  the  control  of  a  Committee  which  is 
a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

5.— THE  KEIGHLEY  INFANT  AID  SOCIETY. 

A  great  deal  of  the  success  of  our  work  depends  on  the  ready 
and  unselfish  co-operation  of  this  Society,  and  the  town  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  having  such  a  body  of  workers  who  give  their 
services  so  unstintingly  in  the  cause  of  Infant  Welfare. 

E.— SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES. 

1. — RAT  WEEK. 

Special  activities  were  undertaken  in  connection  with  the 
National  Rat  Week,  from  November  5th  to  10th,  1934,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  circular  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

2. — FLAG  DAY. 

A  Flag  Day  was  organised  on  behalf  of  the  National  Council 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  Keighley  Infant  Aid 
Society.  The  proceeds,  amounting  to  £30  Os.  2d.,  as  compared 
with  £25  6s.  7d„  for  the  previous  year,  were  shared  equally  between 
the  two  organisations. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  OF  THE 
SANITARY  DEPARTMENT. 


GENERAL. 

WATER. 

The  Keighley  Waterworks  undertaking  is  commented  upon 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1932.  Samples  of  the  supply  are  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  periodically.  The  following 
information  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  Noel  Wood, 
M.Inst.C.E.,  the  Waterworks  Engineer. 

The  daily  consumption  of  water  within  the  Borough  and  the 
Cross  Roads  area  for  the  year  ending  31/12/1934  was  as  follows  :  — 

For  all  purposes  ...  ...  47.61  gals,  per  head  per  day. 

For  domestic  and  unmeasured 

purposes  ...  ...  32.54  gals,  per  head  per  day. 

A  total  of  33  inspections  were  made  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors 
regarding  water  supplies,  arising  out  of  which  unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  amended. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

With  feW  exceptions  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough,  all 
drains  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers,  therefore  the  subject 
of  river  pollution  in  the  district  is  not  an  urgent  one. 

The  North  Beck,  in  its  passage  through  Westgate  has  been 
a  dump  for  rubbish,  hut  the  construction  of  a  culvert  over  a 
portion  of  the  stream  has  minimised  the  nuisance  considerably. 
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DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A  description  ol*  the  sewage  disposal  system  will  be  found  in 
(he  Annual  Report  for  1930. 

Mr.  R.  Courtenay  Gibson,  A.M.Inst.C.E.,  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  particulars:  — 

The  length  of  sewers  laid  during  1934  was  1,113  lineal  yards, 
consisting  of  225  yards  of  existing  sewers  which  were  relaid  and 
888  yards  of  new  sewers.  1,210  lineal  yards  of  Private  Streets 
have  been  surfaced. 

Tour  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  188  visits  regarding  sewers 
and  street  gullies,  arising  out  of  which  40  nuisances  were  abated. 
They  supervised  the  cleansing  of  102  drains  and  the  construction 
or  reconstruction  of  90  drains  covering  a  total  length  of  270  lineal 
yards.

2.— OVERCROWDING. 

Cases  of  overcrowding  came  before  the  notice  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  from  time  to  time  and  in  the  instances  investigated  the 
persons  concerned  expressed  a  difficulty  in  finding  houses  of 
suitable  size  and  rents  within  their  means. 


3. — FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

Systematic  house-to-house  inspections  have  been  made  during 
the  year  in  several  areas  of  I  he  town  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

4. — UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

The  following  Clearance  Areas  were  officially  represented 
during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  five-year  slum  clearance 
programme. 

(1)  Beck  Street. — This  area  contained  32  occupied  houses 
accommodating  a  total  population  of  86  persons.  Certain  objections 
were  lodged  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  the  Corporation’s 
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proposals  and  an  Inquiry  into  same  was  held  by  an  Inspector 
from  the  Central  Authority.  Confirmation  of  the  Clearance  Order, 
subject  to  certain  modifications,  was  subsequently  obtained,  and 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  almost  the  whole  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  have  evacuated  the  area,  the  majority  to  22  houses  erected 
by  the  Corporation  on  the  Woodhouse  Estate. 

(2)  King  Street  Area  covers  approximately  1.6  acres,  on  which 
are  erected  106  occupied  houses  and  one  empty  one,  a  shop,  two 
stores  and  a  workplace.  The  population  involved  is  398  persons. 
Fourteen  owners  of  property  within  the  area  objected  to  the  making 
of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  and  in  consequence  of  this  an 
Inquiry  was  held  in  April,  1935. 


Disinfestation. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  importation  of  bed  bugs  into  Corpora¬ 
tion  houses  through  the  medium  of  household  effects  and  clothing' 
from  insanitary  houses  dealt  with  under  the  slum  clearance  pro¬ 
gramme,  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  inaugurated  a  scheme 
of  disinfestation  which  has  involved 

1.  The  provision  of  a  disinfesting  station  on  Corporation  property 
at  Marley,  where  there  are  bathing  facilities,  waiting  rooms, 
cubicles  and  sanitary  conveniences;  also  a  “  Thresh  ”  high 
pressure  steam  disinfector  in  which  clothing  and  soft  goods 
(e.g.  bedding)  are  disinfested,  and 

2.  The  removal  of  household  effects  to  Marley  by  a  firm  of 
fumigators  who  subject  the  goods  to  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  in 
their  own  van,  while  the  tenants  are  bathing  and  their  bedding 
and  clothing  are  being  dealt  with  in  the  steam  disinfector. 

On  completion  of  gassing,  the  whole  of  the  goods  are  removed  by 
the  contractors  to  the  housing  estate. 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  report  (31st  May,  1935),  a  total 
of  363  persons  had  passed  through  the  baths  and  the  effects  from 
97  houses  had  been  subjected  either  to  steam  or  hydrocyanic  acid 


gas.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Two  of  these  premises,  used  solely  by  men,  exist  in  the 
Borough,  and  as  they  are  admirably  arranged  and  well  kept,  they 
serve  a  very  useful  purpose. 
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A  portion  of  one  of  them  which  was  adapted  during  the  year 
for  the  reception  of  women  and  married  couples  was  closed  by 
the  owner  later,  part  being  restored  to  its  original  use  and  the 
remainder  converted  into  two  private  dwellings  and  a  well- 
equipped  wash-house. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  111  inspections  of  these  Com¬ 
mon  Lodging  Houses  in  1934. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

At  the  year  end  there  were  20  caravans  in  various  parts  of 
the  Borough. 

In  December,  a  colony  of  19  itinerant  hawkers  and  10  cliildren 
established  themselves  in  9  caravans  and  7  tents  in  a  populous 
part  of  the  town  where  they  created  a  serious  nuisance.  The 
service  of  statutory  notices  produced  the  desired  effect. 

A  total  of  141  inspections  were  made  by  your  inspectorial  staff 
in  regard  to  caravans.

OUTWORKERS. 

During  the  year,  lists  of  outworkers  were  submitted  by  various 
employers  in  the  Borough,  and  these  showed  the  employment  of 
six  persons,  one  of  whom  resided  outside  the  district.  The 
premises  concerned  were  visited. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  fouling  of  the  atmosphere  by  the  wasteful  method  of 
burning  raw  bituminous  coal  not  only  menaces  one’s  health,  but 
buildings  are  damaged  and  made  grimy,  vegetation  is  stunted  and 
the  housewife’s  task  made  much  harder. 

Keighley’s  air  is  polluted  chiefly  by  smoke  from  chimney 
stacks  at  some  11,986  dwelling-houses  and  108  industrial  premises. 
Emissions  of  black  smoke  from  the  latter  amounting  to  two 
minutes  in  the  aggregate  per  half-hour  constitute  a  contravention 
of  your  Bye-Law  made  in  pursuance  of  Section  2  of  the  Public 
Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926.  The  Department  therefore 
has  some  control  over  chimneys  other  than  those  of  private 
dwelling-houses,  and  in  this  connection,  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  out  of  a  total  of  246  observations  made  during  1934,  only  16 
offences  were  noted.  Intimations  were  sent  to  the  offending  firms 
as  a  result  of  which  improvements  were  noted  at  subsequent 
observations.  Two  firms  went  to  some  expense  in  installing 
automatic  stokers  to  their  boiler  plants. 

FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  THE  SUPERVISION  OF 

FOOD  PREMISES. 

This  important  duty  occupies  much  of  your  inspectorial  staff’s 
time,  special  attention  being  paid  to  meat  and  milk. 

MEAT  SUPPLY. 

All  slaughtering  within  the  Borough  is  done  at  your  recently- 
erected  Public  Abattoir,  where  the  animals  dealt  with  are  stunned 
prior  to  slaughter.  In  the  case  of  cattle  and  calves,  this  is  effected 
by  captive  bolt  guns,  but  sheep  and  pigs  are  stunned  by  electrically- 
operated  appliances. 

The  strict  system  of  inspection  and  supervision  in  operation 
insures  that  all  meat  leaving  the  premises  is  fit  for  human  food. 
But  the  importance  of  this  does  not  need  stressing,  as  a  study  of 
the  subjoined  tables  will  show.  It  will  be  noted  however,  that 
with  only  one  exception,  the  Avhole  of  the  unsound  meat,  etc.,  was 
surrendered  voluntarily,  indicating  that  the  butcher  is  also 
desirous  of  protecting  the  consumer. 
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The  few  butchers’  shops  in  the  town  deriving  their  supplies 
from  outside  sources  are  closely  watched  to  prevent  the  importa¬ 
tion  of  diseased  or  unwholesome  meat.  One  seizure  was  made 
and  a  letter  of  warning  sent  to  the  butcher  concerned.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  50  dairy  farms  in  the  Borough  (including  one  licensed  hy 
the  W.R.C.C.  for  the  production  and  bottling  of  “  Grade  A  ”  milk) 
accommodate  an  approximate  total  of  GOO  milk  cows  that  are 
examined  periodically  by  your  Veterinary  Inspector. 

In  the  course  of  165  inspections  made  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  193d,  a  sustained  improvement  in  the  methods 
of  milk  production  was  noted  at  the  majority  of  the  farms. 

The  slovenly  milk  producer  and  retailer  are  gradually  being 
influenced  for  the  better  by  their  cleaner  competitors,  by  the  Milk 
Board’s  stimulus,  by  the  Local  Authority’s  demands,  and  last, 
but  not  least,  by  the  public’s  growing  interest  in  a  pure  milk 
supply. 

Of  the  217  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  Borough,  40  live 
in  out  districts.  The  former  number  also  includes  118  milk  shops, 
105  of  which  are  registered  to  sell  bottled  milk  only,  including  21 
shops  dealing  in  milk  pasteurised  at  the  recently-licensed  dairy  of 
the  Keighley  Co-operative  Society,  and  one  shop  licensed  to  sell 
“  Certified  ”  milk  produced  and  bottled  in  the  Skipton  Rural 
District. 

427  inspections  of  dairies,  milk  shops  and  purveyors’  vehicles 
were  made,  arising  out  of  which  17  unsatisfactory  conditions  were 
amended. 


Milk  Sampling. 

(a)  To  Ascertain  Cleanliness. 

Of  the  21  samples  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory,  11  or 
52.4%  were  satisfactory  and  10  or  47.6  %  unsatisfactory. 


(h)  Lor  Presence  of  Tubercle  Bacillus. 

287  samples  were  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory,  when 
8  or  2.79%  of  this  number  were  found  to  be  tuberculous.  Appro¬ 
priate  action  was  taken.

PROPAGANDA. 

Milk. — Classes  of  senior  scholars  from  some  of  the  local  Elementary 
Schools  were  conducted  round  a  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  farm 
by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  also  gave  explanatory 
talks. 

Meat. — Various  parties  have  visited  the  Public  Abattoir  on  killing 
and  non-killing  days,  including  representatives  from  other 
local  authorities  contemplating  the  erection  of  a  similar 
building. 

CLASSES  IN  FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  above,  which  opened  in  September,  1933,  at  the  Technical 
College,  Keighley,  continued  until  June,  1934,  a  total  of  40  lectures 
and  20  practical  demonstrations  having  been  given  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  classes  were  well  attended  by  milk  producers  and  pur¬ 
veyors,  butchers,  a  fishmonger,  greengrocer,  fruiterer,  game  dealer, 
etc. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

4'he  County  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
this  Act  within  the  Borough,  but  by  arrangement,  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  also  been  appointed  to  act  as  an  ollicer  under 
the  Act,  his  duties  being  confined  principally  to  the  sampling  of 
milk,  particulars  of  which  follow: 

Of  the  16  samples  of  milk  obtained  during  the  year,  15  were 
reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  genuine  and  the  remaining  one 
was  found  to  contain  92.7%  of  the  minimum  proportion  of  fat, 
in  consequence  of  which  the  vendor  was  cautioned  hv  the  County 
Legal  Department.

REPRESSION  OF  VERMIN. 

Bats. 

Fifty-five  inspections  were  made  regarding  the  above  pest, 
arising  out  of  which  various  unsatisfactory  conditions  conducive  to 
rat  infestation  were  remedied,  e.g.,  in  one  house  there  was  an  aviary 
and  at  another  the  occupier  was  storing  hen  food  in  an  uncovered 
receptacle  in  the  cellar. 

During  National  “  Bat  Week,”  981  baits  were  laid  in  various 
parts  of  the  Borough,  and  of  this  number  83.1%  were  taken.  Public 
interest  was  aroused  bv  the  display  of  posters,  the  distribution  of 
leaflets,  articles  in  the  local  Press  and  the  circularising  of  252 
businesses  and  farms.  In  addition,  the  Health  Committee  offered 
l^d.  per  dead  rat,  as  a  result  of  which  71  of  the  brown  species  were 
handed  in  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  gave  six  illustrated  lectures  on 
“  The  Bat  Menace  ”  during  the  year  before  various  organizations, 
including  the  North-Eastern  Centre  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Association,  who  met  in  conference  in  Keighley  on  the  8th  Decem¬ 
ber,  1934. 

Verminous  Houses. 

The  Department’s  attention  was  called  to  104  houses  harbour¬ 
ing  the  bed  bug.  Appropriate  action  was  taken. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS 

THEREUNDER. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (who  is  also  Officer  of  the 
Council  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts)  reports  that  the 
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principal  Orders  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  in  1934,  and 
affecting  the  Borough  indirectly,  were  The  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
(Infected  Areas  Order)  1934  (No.  10),  and  The  Sheep  Scab 
(Amendment)  Order,  1934. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

Fortunately  there  have  been  no  cases  of  this  disease  in  the 
Borough  during  1934,  hut  owing  to  an  outbreak  in  Lancashire  a 
number  of  the  districts  adjoining  Keighley  (including  Cowling, 
Oakworth,  Stanbury,  Haworth,  Oxenliope  and  Denholme)  were 
placed  within  the  limits  of  the  infected  area.  The  Order  made  by 
the  Ministry  in  September,  1934  prohibited  the  movement  of  cattle, 
sheep,  pigs  and  goats  out  of  that  area  into  a  free  area,  which 
included  Keighley  Borough.  These  restrictions  were  susbequently 
withdrawn  on  October  12th,  1934. 


Swine  Fever. 

There  were  18  suspected  cases  in  1934,  one  of  which  was 
confirmed,  involving  11  pigs;  6  of  these  died  or  were  slaughtered, 
their  carcases  being  buried  in  quicklime. 

A  total  of  22  notices  and  licences  were  issued  under  the  Swine 
Fever  Order  of  1908  during  the  year. 

18  licences  were  issued  under  the  Regulation  of  Movement  of 
Swine  Order  of  1922  and  these  involved  a  total  of  128  pigs. 


Transit  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Order,  1930. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Order  80  vehicles  were  disinfected 
and  cleansed  at  the  Public  Abattoir.  One  warning  letter  was  sent. 


Animals  (Landing  from  Ireland,  Channel  Islands  and  Isle  of 

Man)  Order,  1923. 

T1  iree  licences  were  issued  for  the  movement  of  5  beasts  and 


12  sheep. 
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Sheep  Scab  Order,  1928. 


Two  licences  were  issued  for  movement  of  27  sheep. 


TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 


During  the  year,  8  cows  in  milk  were  slaughtered  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Order,  and  of  these,  6  had  chronic  cough  and 
showed  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis;  the  remaining  two 
cows  had  tubercular  udders.  On  post  mortem  examination,  all 
the  animals  were  found  to  he  affected  with  advanced  tuberculosis 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Order,  and  the  owners  were  com¬ 
pensated  at  the  prescribed  rate,  four  being  paid  £3  each,  three 
received  £2  each,  and  one  £1  15s. 

Of  the  gross  compensation  paid,  viz.,  £19  15s.  Od.,  75%  is 
refunded  to  the  local  authority  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.

SHOPS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS  MADE  THEREUNDER. 

During  the  year,  52  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with 
the  above,  and  10  evening  patrols  were  undertaken  following  com¬ 
plaints  of  contraventions  of  the  various  closing  orders  in  operation 
within  the  Borough.  A  warning  had  the  desired  effect. 

On  December  30th,  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  came  into  operation. 
It  regulates  the  hours  of  employment  of  persons  under  18  years 
of  age  who  are  employed  about  the  business  of  wholesale  or  retail 
shops  or  employed  elsewhere  in  connection  with  wholesale  or 
retail  trade  or  business;  it  also  makes  provision  regarding  the 
health  and  comfort  of  workers  in  shops  and  warehouses. 

A  survey  of  the  various  shops  in  the  Borough  will  be  necessary 
before  the  provisions  of  this  Act  can  be  properly  applied.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


This  work  is  done  by  the  Department's  own  transport,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Motors  and  Horse  Traction,  viz.- — 8  motor  wagons  and  2 
horse  drawn  four  wheel  wagons.  The  motors  are  6  Fords,  1  Morris 
and  1  Dodge,  and  we  have  also  an  old  Vulcan  wagon  which  is 
used  as  a  spare  for  emergencies,  towing  purposes  and  taking  the 
place  of  wagons  undergoing  repairs.  An  additional  Ford  was 
purchased  during  the  year  replacing  an  old  Guy  wagon  which  has 
been  scrapped.  All  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  what  is  named 
the  relay  system,  the  vehicles  working  in  pairs  in  tlieir  own  par¬ 
ticular  district,  the  town  being  divided  into  5  districts  for  this 
purpose.  The  work  has  been  done  well  and  efficiently  considering 
the  number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  past  few  years.  Since 
last  year  the  districts  of  Ha  in  worth,  Hainworth  Shaw,  Long  Lee, 
Moss  Carr  and  Th waites  Brow  have  been  put  on  to  a  weekly 
collection  instead  of  fortnightly.  The  substitution  of  galvanised 


dust  bins  in  place  of  the  old  oak  tub  is  proceeding  steadily,  but 
we  shall  be  some  years  before  all  premises  are  supplied. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Marley  Tip  by  the  method  of  con¬ 
trolled  tipping.  This  is  done  by  packing  the  refuse  as  close  as 
possible  and  filling  all  containers,  buckets,  etc.,  so  as  to  have  no 
air  pockets.  All  small  tins  are  thrown  out  and  afterwards  baled 
into  bales  12"  cube.  These  bales  are  saleable,  but  unfortunately 
the  market  has  been  low.  The  following  table  gives  the  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  Costs  for  the  year  ended  March,  19-34,  as 
supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health :  —

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STREET  CLEANSING. 

Practically  all  Ihe  Street  Cleansing  is  done  by  this  department. 
The  work  is  done  by  hand  labour,  mostly  by  orderlies  or  length 
men,  10  men  being  continually  employed  on  this  work  chiefly  along 
the  main  thoroughfares,  I  be  men  mostly  working  in  pairs,  each 
pair  being  responsible  for  their  own  length.  Four  other  men  are 
employed  along  with  horse,  cart  and  man  to  clean  up  the  centre 
portion  of  the  town  daily,  branching  out  until  noon.  Afterwards 
these  are  employed  as  orderlies  in  different  districts  daily. 


LITTER. 


Although  we  now  have  bye-laws  in  operation,  ibis  nuisance 
does  not  abate  as  il  should.  No  doubt  more  prosecutions  will 
have  to  take  place  before  the  general  public  will  realise  they  are 
committing  an  offence  when  throwing  litter  on  the  streets. 


STREET  GULLIES. 

All  street  gullies  are  now  cleansed,  the  Department  having- 
taken  over  those  cleansed  by  I  be  Borough  Engineer  during  the  year. 
The  method  adapted  is  by  suction,  a  550-gallon  Dennis  machine 
being  used. 


SNOW  REMOVAL. 

There  were  no  falls  during  I  he  year.  This  is  fortunate  in 
many  ways,  lor  not  only  does  il  interfere  with  ihe  comfort  of  all, 


but  il  absolutely  disorganises  the  work  of  the  whole  department  for 


a  time.
